Public Service and The Pipe Lines 


What if the street railways had developed as 


the pipe lines have—bought the article they carry at 
the point of shipment? 


Street railway lines might just as well have 
said to the laboring man, “We will pay your wife 
or family $1.50 in cash the minute you step on our 
car to go to work. We will pay this every day you 
want to step on our car. We are worth millions 
and always have the cash. Your wage will never 
vary from sudden changes in the labor market. In 
return we will sell your labor at the other end of 
the ride. We'll deduct from your wage three cents 
for the energy you may lose through having to ride 
on our line.” 

For the different earning capacities of man, 
professional men and all, the street railway com- 
pany might just as well have established its scale 
of wages, like the Beaume gravity scale on which 
oil has been bought. 

The street railway lines could have been owned 
by the big manufacturing companies, and hence 
have been only “gathering lines—a part of a private 
enterprise.” 

What happens to the laboring man at the far 
end of the line is none of his business. He gets his 
$1.50 in cash when he starts. 

To an independent factory owner this benefi- 
cent street railway could very well have said, “We 
will haul your labor, at a 20-cent gathering charge 
plus a 50-cent trunk line charge, but we can’t haul 
less than 300,000 ‘man power’ at one time for you.” 

Of course there would be independent com- 
petition, because some factories would be located 
on the edge of the workingmen settlements. But 
all workingmen could not walk to these factories 
nor be gathered up by a bus and team. 

Why shouldn’t you, Mr. Producer, Refiner and 
Jobber, when you get on a street car tomorrow 


inorning, instead of giving the conductor a nickel 
have him give you $1.50, $3.00, $5.00 or $10.00, as 
you may be rated, and let the street railway com- 
pany own your labor? 

Yet that is exactly the way the oil business is 
being run today. Oil is in the same kind of slavery 
—the producers of it are absolutely dominated by 
the pipe lines, from an economical standpoint. 


The independent consumer of labor at the far 
end of this hypothetical street car system is just as 
much at the mercy of the car line as the independent 
consumer of oils at the far end of the pipe line. 


Pipe lines were laid for a PUBLIC SERVICE. 
Their value depends solely on the value of that 
service. They connect the public to a natural public 
resource which the public is entitled to have de- 
veloped and to be served with the finished product. 
The public is entitled to have that finished product 
at a REASONABLE cost and as its REASON- 
ABLE use may demand. And the public is entitled 


to full protection against possible unreasonable cost 
and service. 


The whole theory surrounding all public serv- 
ice utilities today is solely one of service, of the 
welfare of the public as a whole. And this theory, 
which is in effect today, disregards entirely the man- 
ner of ownership, of construction and all that of the 
utilities in question. It’s sufficient for regulation 


that a thing be of public service, this side of a 
luxury. 


Oil has always been of the greatest public serv- 
ice. Every wheel that turns is dependent upon it. 
Industry and commerce move—today—with its aid. 

That is why the pipe lines, irrespective of whose 
strip of land they happened to be laid upon, must 
be common carriers IN FACT. 

They are a public service. 








Will the Young Heads of Standard Oil Really Ruler 


With the passing—in law—of the Standard 
Oil Company as a monopoly, the first of this 
month, passed also a large number of the

the youngest man at the head of so much cap 
ital in the world, for Teagle today is only 
thirty-three years old and has not been with 
the Standard Oil Company nine years. If 
Teagle does get it, what then? Should Moffett 
be given the presidency, as he is a much older

langer than Teagle, it is fair to assume, in the 
minds of most people, that the chances of his 
making any radical or fundamental changes 
in policy are very few. But Teagle—if he 
“arrives” in the next few years—will still have 
the best part of his life before‘him 

What of Teagle as president—-or even vice 
president—of the Standard, is an exceedingly 
interesting psychological question. Either 
Teagle has been molded, or will be molded, 
to the old Standard’s ways or he will mold it 
to his ways and it’s perfectly fair to assume 
that the young man will make some impres- 


| sion distinctly his own, for it’s hardly possible 


and most improbable that a mere puppet, a 
wax impression of his surroundings, could 
have mounted so quickly, and over the heads 
of so many older men, too, as Teagle has. 


BORN AN INDEPENDENT. 


Teagle was born and raised an Independent 
oil man. His father was one of the earliest 
and oldest Independent refiners in Cleveland, 
and likewise one of the strongest. Teagle was 
educated to succeed his father at the head of 
his Independent business and for three years 
after leaving Cornell University in 1900, 
Teagle worked in his father’s plant, learning 
thus the hardships, the impositions, discrim- 
inations, illegal methods and all that of the 
Standard Oil Company from the viewpoint of 
the oppressed. Then his father sold out to 
the Standard, and there was some pressure 
that brought it about, too. Teagle continued

The Standard Oil Co. has notified the sixteen 
Independent refiners on its lines in western Pent 
sylvania that effective January 1, 2 cents a barrel 
will be the “brokerage” fee on the crude oil the) 
buy through the Joseph Seep agency. Heretofore 
the “fee” has been 4 of a cent a barrel. The in 
crease is said to be due to the increased cost of 
operating the agency as a separate institution, 
under the dissolution decision. This will make 
the oil cost the refiners $1.55 a barrel, or 22 cents 
above the market, about $40,000 a year for all of 
them.

TELLS STORY OF BIG 
LAND FIGHT IN CALIF. 


What the Agitation Over Withdrawal 
of Oil Lands is About and What 
has Been Done. 














(I:ditor’s Note—For years various in- 
terests have been lighting for possession 
| ot millions of dollars of oil lands in Calli- 
| fornia, some developed and some not 
| Now the chief defender is the Southern 


Pacitic Railroad which holds undeveloped 


] ¢ 
oil lands. Many ingenuous attempts have 


been made by individuals to get this and 


the government has taken action on the 
ground that the railroad company is not 
entitled to this mineral in its lands. Out- 
side of California the fight has been fol- 
| lowed only in a general way, hence our 
California correspondent in the following 
| starts a brief history of the whole sit- 
| uation, a history that is intelligible to all 


| divisions of the oil trade.) 
(By Special Correspondent.) 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 4.—The land ques- 
}tion is today one of the most important that 
}confronts California oil men, title to mil- 
ions of dollars’ worth of oil lands is in dis- 
| pute in the courts. There are two phases, viz., 
ithe location of government lands for oil by 
}corporations and citizens generally, and the 
ownership of several hundred thousand acres 
| of former government land, a majority of 
which is today known oil land and much of 
the balance is believed to be oil-bearing, by 
the Southern Pacific under the Congressional 
grant made during the ‘60's, and that ex- 
pressly exempted mineral lands, but in such

Ingenuous lawyers, proceeding upon the theory 
that oil is a mineral, advised its location as 
such.

thus get hold of the oil. Secretary of the In- 
terior Hoke Smith first decided that o1] was 
not a mineral, but soon was induced to re 
verse himself and held that it was Upon

In general the status resolved itself about 
to this: That if there was no seepage or out- 
cropping at the surface no patent could be 
obtained for oil until it was discovered by 


the drill; that locations under the placer law, 
in which assessment work amounting to $100 
a year—the provision intended solely for gold} 
and similar claims—was done, would hold 


good against any subsequent locator attempt- 
ing to get the land by the same method, viz.: 
assessment work to amount of $100 annually,

By being organized, the jobbers have been successful in obtaining a hearing before the committee 
of the National Fire Protection Association that represents the fire insurance and underwriting inter- 
ests of the country on the draft of an ordinance that they proposed to offer to EVERY CITY COUN- 
CIL in the country.

people.

Other merits of the motor ship are that oil

As there is no steam to raise, the 
ship is always ready to start at a moment's notice, 
while there is no expense whatever for fuel while 


the vessel is at anchor. The work is easier for 
the engineers and more comfortable, too; because 
the engine-room is cooler. Finally, so little fuel 
is required that the vessel can go much farther 
without stopping for a fresh supply. Dr. Diesel says 
that a warship with oil engines could go around 
the world, fight battles, and return to her home port 
without stopping for fuel. 


All the numerous auxiliaries needed on ship 
board can be operated by small oil engines as 
readily as by steam. An electric generator driven 
by an oil engine will supply current for lights, for 
steering, for ventilation, for running winches and 
windlass, for operating bilge and other pumps.
